Drug Advice Given Residents 


Between 500 and 600 adults, 
concerned over the drug situa- 
tion in Andover today and in the 
summer months ahead, heard 
sobering news Monday night from 
Dr. James O’Shea, and Jim Alon- 
zi and ex-addicts from Reality, 
Inc. 

It is too late for Andover to 
bury its head in the sand they 
were told; a number of Andover 
youngsters are taking drugs, often 
out of a desire to imnress or iden- 
tify with peer groups. They are 
usually unconvinced that marijuana 
can lead to harder drugs and ad- 
diction. Alonzi said the problem 
was worse in the lower grades 
than among seniors and that drug 
deaths could be expected soon. 
The presentations included a 
courageous testimonial from an 
Andover High School girl now free- 
ing herself from drugs with the 
help of Reality, Inc. 

A theme running through most 
of Monday night’s presentations 
was the need for honest realistic 
drug education in elementary 
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school, plus education in decision- 
making, to enable children to make 
responsible decisions of their own 
about their actions, instead of 
just ‘‘following the crowd.’’ 

But all who spoke, ex-addicts, 
doctor, superintendent, nun, min- 
ister and  addict-in-treatment 
agree that the primary preventive 
and treatment for children is sim- 
ply open human relationships of 
acceptance, open lines of com- 
munication andtrust. The audience 
gave complete attention, and ques- 
tioned speakers solidly until cut 
off at 10 p.m. 

As to what the community can 
do, Rev. J. Everett Bodge, who 
moderated the meeting, adjourned 
it until 8 p.m. next Monday even- 


ing at Memorial Hall Library, when 
interested citizens can form into 
task-groups. 
Some will examine resources 
needed, such as increased summer 
recreational opportunities and 
centers in Andover, a hot line and 
confrontation center for those 
seeking help, while. others may 
involve themselves in further cir- 
culation of the petition for govern- 
ment funding of the hospitals’ joint 
drug program, inlobbying for more 
effective legislation, in studying 
other communities’ programs, or 
toward adult education programs. 
Dr. O’Shea said that not just a 
generation gap -- which is peren- 
nially normal -- but poor-to-no

Meeting Will Focus On 


Issues Facing Schools 


Andover School Superintendent 
Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert is inviting 
parents and all interested citizens 
to an Education Town Meeting on 
Monday, May 18 at the Central 
School Auditorium to discuss two 
issues facing the Andover schools. 

(1) how best to distribute the 
grades in school housing -- the 
present K-6, 7-9, 10-12 grade 
organization, or one of several 
alternatives. 

(2) how best to approach and 
attempt to bridge the communica- 
tion gap which exists between 
youngsters and adults -- their 
parents and teachers. 
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The first issue, in Seifert’s 
words, concerns how to get the 
school’s learning resources as 
close as possible to the greatest 
number of children who can bene- 
fit from thém, without costly dupli- 
cation of expensive resources 
throughout the various school 
buildings. 

On the communications issue, 
Seifert said he felt that by the time 
a child is seven to nine years old, 
a pattern may have been estab- 
lished for the several years to 
come on whether or not communi- 
cations are really open between 
the child and his parents. The 
superintendent wants to discuss 
with parents the problems of com- 
pletely different generational value 
systems of psychological and 
physical dropouts, sometimes to 
drugs or alcohol or alienation, 

Various alternatives to the pre-

Nixon Decision 


Between 500 and 600 students, 
mostly from Merrimack college 
marched through Andover Tues- 
day afternoon, protesting the ex- 
tension of the war into Cambodia. 

It was followed up Wednesday 


*- afternoon by another march, which 


included students from Andover 
High school, Phillips and Abbot 
Academies and_ students from 
North Andover High school. 


The demonstration was peace- ,lege Wednesday afternoon, 


ful and without incident. 

The march began on the Mer- 
rimack campus about 2 p.m. Tues- 
day and proceeded over Elm street, 
to Elm square, to Central street, 
to Abbot Academy, to Phillips 
Academy, down Main street final- 
ly ending at the bandstand in Me- 
morial Park. 

The marchers had hoped to ob- 
tain support from the two aca- 
demies, but according to reports 
only a handful from the two schools 
joined in. 

Students chanted, ‘‘one, two, 
three, four, we don’t want to go 
to war, five, six, seven, eight, 
we don’t want a Fascist state.’’ 

The student strike at Merri- 
mack began early Tuesday with 
the approval of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association at the school. 

It was designed to bring atten- 
tion, not only to President Nixon’s 
order sending troops into Cam- 
bodia, bt also to the killing of four 
students at Kent State University, 
Kent, Ohio; on Monday during a 
demonstration there, — 

Andover police escorted the 
demonstrators along the route, 
’ cruisers in the front and behind 
the marchers. Police Chief David 
L. Nicoll had extra police on duty 
Tuesday afternoon, but was not 
planning additional help on Wed- 
nesday. 

The Wednesday demonstration 
was to have begun at Andover High 
school and proceed by both aca- 
demies, then march to the Mer- 
rimack campus in North Andover 
for a rally. 

Students left classes after the 
lunch hour. 

At the North Andover campus 
they were to meet with some stu- 
dents from North Andover high 
school who left school shortly 
after noon. 

The Andover High students left 
the school. about 12:30 p.m. and 
officials at the school said it was 
a peaceful exit. There were two 
class periods remaining. 


The overall Andover group was 
estimated at between 100 and 200 
Wednesday by police officials. 

Unlike Tuesday, the group did 
not go through the center of town, 
but marched from the Phillips 
campus to Merrimack via Highland 
Road. 

Headmaster Donald Gordon did 
not give permission for Abbot stu- 
dents to march to Merrimack er 

ut 

Wednesday morning at Abbot, the 
students heard the American 
friends Service Committee’s 
Peace Secretary, Russell John- 
son, and attended seminars with 
him. 

Johnson, who has lived in In- 
dia, and has travelled in South- 
east Asia, also addressed agather- 
ing of PA, Andover High School 
and Abbot students in front of the 
PA Chapel after lunch, on how to 
peacefully achieve radical change 
in today’s society. After this 
gathering, students from the high 
school, and from Phillips went to 
Merrimack. Johnson made the 
point that the average Vietnamese 
income of less than $100 a year 
makes them vulnerable to the ap- 
peals of Communism.

Construction will begin shortly 
on a picturesque courtyard that 
will serve as the main entrance 
to Phillips Academy beginning with 
the Fall term. 

The project was made possible 
through an anonymous gift of a 
member of the Class of 1919 at his 
49th reunion. The court will be 
named in honor of Bartlett Hayes 
Jr., former instructor in art and 
director of the Addison Gallery 
of American Art, who retired last 
June. Mr. Hayes now is director 
of the AmericanAcademy in Rome. 

The courtyard will be situated 
in a tree-shaded area surrounded 
by the Addison Gallery, the Arts 
and Communication Center and 
George Washington Hall. It is 
reached from Chapel Avenue, 
across from the Andover Inn, 
through an archway formed by the 
Arts andCommunications building. 

Benjamin Thompson, architect, 
designed the courtyard, which will 
have a brick main surface with 
clusters of trees in strategic posi- 
tions. These are being planned by 
Mr. Thompson in conjunction with 
Carol Johnson, a landscape archi- 
tect. 

“The area already serves as a 
main pedestrian route into the 
campus, adjacent to Foxcroft Hall, 


a dormitory. Work is expected to . 
start next month, with completion 


planned for Labor Day. The es- 
timated cost is $100,000. 


In making the gift, the donor 


commented, ‘I do this during the 
year of my 50th reunion in recog- 


nition of what Andover has meant 


to me and also to acknowledge my 


love of the beauty of the campus. It 
is my hope that this courtyard will 


enhance that beauty.”

sent grade organizational plan have 
been under discussion by the ad- 
ministrators for months, and some 
have been discussed in this news- 
paper. 

One alternative is a K, 4-4-4 
plan, placing 5th and 6th grade 
children with the 7th and 8thgrad- 
ers, on the theory that some of 
them are ready for more sophis- 
ticated lab, AV and other learn- 
ing resources which the town can- 
not well afford to put into each 
of the half dozen elementary 
schools for their benefit. 

Another alternative is to col- 
Iect all 7-12 students, and ap- 
propriate resources, in an edu- 
cational park complex at the pre- 
sent high school and West Junior 
High site. This would necessitate 
more junior high construction 
there, as well as a central core 
building, for the long-postponed 
auditorium and other shared fa- 
cilities for sc hoo! and town use, 
recommended over a year ago by 
the New England School Develop- 
ment Council. 

A third alternative would. mix 
the two plans above and provide 
breathing space for expansion at 
some of the smaller elementary 
school buildings. The lower grades 
could be split K-4, 5-8, or K-5, 
6-8, whichever best meets the ed- 
ucational and economic criteria. 

Grades 9-12 could then be housed 
in the educational park complex 
formed by the present high school, 
and West Junior High, with some 
modifications, and the shared cen- 
tral core facility. 

The core facility could house 
a large auditorium, and educational 
resource center for books, con- 
taining AV etc., cafeteria for both 
schools, a swimming pool, pos- 
sibly even art workshops. 

The high school and West jun- 
ior high could then use their pre- 
sent cafeteria and library space 
(West junior high is judged far 
too small) for the needed class- 
room expansion, in lieu of large 
additions to the buildings. 

The town, the thinking goes, 
would then have educational facil- 
ities needed for present and ad- 
ditional pupils at both schools, 
without duplicating costs and the 
Andover community at large would 
thereby gain an auditorium and 
cafeteria facilities large enough 
for town meeting or any other 
community need, an indoor swim- 
ming pool, filling the need estab- 
lished by the Recreation and Open 
Spaces Committee, and facilities in 
one building for adult education 


and community recreation, for 
years to come. 

These are only some of the al- 
ternatives kicking around the 
school systems office, as admin- 
istrators look for the pupil hous- 
ing plan which will make best use 
of present facilities and accomp- 


lish educational objectives, at the 


lowest school construction cost 
to the Andover taxpayer. 

According the Dr. Seifert, the 
expansion of West elementary and 
the proposed expansion and up- 
dating of Central school are es- 
sential factors in all plans under 
consideration. 

The school housing issue brings 
up the dilemma of East Junior 
High school. Some administrators, 
staff and parents there, question 
why. remaining funds which town 
meeting made available aren’t 
slated for immediate use in further 
renovation of facilities needed for 
continued junior high school use. 

A probable reason is that the 
building’s future is far from set- 
tled. Recently reroofed, with some 
heating and wiring modernization, 
and termed basically sound as a 
building, the town’s former 
Punchard High school poses a de- 
cision for educators, town officials 
and citizens. 

Should the stately pillared build- 
ing facing Andover’s park be the 
town hall, combining municipal and 
school offices, putting the town 
manager and the school superin- 
tendent in the same building? 
Should it continue as a junior 
high? Should it handle spillovers 
from some other buildings? 

What will the school administra- 
tion’s stand be on this issue? 
Perhaps the May 18 Education 
Town Meeting will throw light on 
this issue.

communication at all between the 
generations is a large factor in 
present drug abuse, as is igno- 
rance and apathy of adults, or 
tacit consent, the ready avail- 
ability of drugs today, bureaucratic 


red tape which inhibits funding of 


good programs, and the in- 
capability of censorship to protect 


the young from exploitation of 


their feelings. He also laid the 
blame on today’s excessive pro- 
longation of the educational pro- 
cess; he called for more voca- 
tional educational programs, with 
only those students highly 
motivated toward higher education 
choosing such a course, instead of 
all with high IQs. Since students 
cannot practice the restraint and 
discipline necessary without that 
motivation, O’Shea said, they are

likely to turn to drugs to escape 


the pressures of school and 
society, or their own fear of 


failure. 


O’Shea described the motives of 
drug-experimenters as a need for 


acceptance by agroup, or curiosity 
for new experiences, lethargic stu- 
dents, sometimes experience feel- 


ings for the first time through 
drugs, while hostile, rebellious 
youth turns to drugs because it has 
been emotionally deprived. Some 
are looking for a new world, or 


utopia, while some are psychically 
ill; to them drugs are only a 
secondary problem. He em- 
phasized that drugs are not the 
real problem, but the sympton, 
for all drug abusers, but only the 
emotionally ill necessarily need 
psychiatric help. ‘A _ well-in- 
formed teacher, who can relate to 
the student, often is the first line 
of defense, while an understanding 
well-informed parent is the prime 
essential,’’ 


James Alonzi, ex-addict 
executive director of Reality, Inc. 
seid his experience with himself 
and other addicts showed him that 
people abuse drugs ‘‘to keepfrom 
discovering that they aren’t what 
they seem to be, that they hurt 
inside, and feel inadequate’. That 
is why the* decision to seek help 
and go off is so difficult, because 
it means having a look atyourself, 
stripping away the rationaliza- 
tions, the ‘‘street image’, the 
negative identification with drugs,

Programs like Reality, Inc. Alonzi 
claimed, has a cure rate of 85 
to 90 percent, as opposed to 1 
to 10 percent for the medical treat- 
ment centers.

visited the high school, some stu- 
dents enthusiastic about coming 
later ‘‘punked out’’ of the dif- 
ficulty, pain and hard work in- 


volved in finding out about them- 
selves, and the discipline involved 
in rebuilding. But the visit bore 
fruit for at least one- student, as 
the audience later learned. 

Four young people accompany- 
ing Alonzi from Reality, Inc., bore 
out his description that it was 
**a family thing, based on honesty, 
trust and love,’’ as well as the 
| structure of hard work. 

Michael Clark, 22, who 
described himself as a _ heroin 
user for two years, said that at 
Reality, Inc., ‘‘I learned how to 
deal with other people, and with 
myself. _I found there are other 
ways to deal with problems than 
act them out.’’

Most moving Monday night wasa 
courageous and very pretty 17- 
year old Andover High School stu- 
dent who joined the program after 
Reality, Inc. came toAndover High 
School, 

Janet Harris, told her Andover 
audience she used speed, pot and 
hash for two-and a half years. 
‘‘because it was the thing to do 
in a certain group I wanted to be 
with,”’ 

‘*My friends started doing bigger 
things, barbituates. I began hang- 
ing around in Lawrence and got 
off on heroin. After Jim came 
here I went up to the storefront. 
I’ve been going one month now, I 
don’t know what I’d do if I didn’t 
have this program to go to. I 
don’t know what I’d be. Jim caught 
me right in time, and let me see 
what I was doing to myself and my 
family.’’ 

Andover School Superintendent 
Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert suggested 
that drug users are poor deci- 
sion makers, and ill able to under- 
stand themselves and others. So 
perhaps the school could serve 
best by teaching children to judge 
the good and bad consequences of 
various decisions, to strengthen 
their decision making abilities. 
Second, by stressing basic com- 
munication, the schools might help 
children to understand themselves, 
‘‘who they are,’’ and others. Sei- 
fert pointed out that the Andover 
schools will try many things to lick

drugs -- ex-addicts talking to 
students, older students talking 
with younger students, in-service 
staff training, as well as the drug 
program already begun this year 
in the Health, and sex curriculum,

David Raulston described ‘‘De- 
cisions Unlimited,’’ an anti-drug 


program developed by a group of” 


high school students, with the ad- 
vice of Home Ec teacher Mrs. 
Davis, to help 5th to 9th graders, 
facing drug problems, The school 
committee last week approved 
plans for the group to go into 
both junior highs and upper ele- 
mentary school grades to talk 
about the social and legal aspects 
of drugs, and the importance of 
individual decisions. 

Sister Mary Rosalie, of St, Au- 
gustine’s School, described that 
school’s program which she _ said 
was aimed at developing the self- 
reliance needed to stand on one’s 
own decision, .‘‘to cope with’ 
instead of ‘‘cop out of’? deci- 
sions. She hoped that parents would 
not go home and lecture or pro- 
hibit their children, as a result 
of the evening. ‘‘If parents give 
kids acceptance, a sense of lines 
of communication open, then kids 
will go to parents, before going 
to drugs.’’

Did you see the pairs and trios 
and group sof wet cheerful young- 
sters strung out along the roads 
on Sunday? 

That was the March on Hunger, 
and those were Andover, Law- 
rence, Methuen and North An- 
dover high school kids earning 
money for the American Freedom 
from Hunger Foundation. 

The marchers were decorated 
with ‘‘sole power” badges, often 
with sprigs of forsythia in the 
spring rain, and they carried 
money pledges from various spon- 
sors, depending on how many miles 
they walked. 

The money goes toward nutrition

The Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society planning for the May 
17 Shawsheen River Cleanup is 
looking for people -- whole fam- 
ilies of them -- with rakes and 
burlap bags and picnic lunches, to 
make that Sunday a community out- 
ing to clean up the river. 

Nathaniel Smith, an AVIS 
director who is organizing the 
Shawsheen River Cleanup, said 
that boats are also needed, as 
well as pickup trucks or trailers 
to haul the trash away from the 
collection points. He hopes that 
some of the town’s commercial 
establishments will do their part 
by donating goods or services, such 


as burlap bags or trucks, The 


main need, of course, is people, 
to cover the river banks andgather 
the accumulation of blowing papers 
and litter. 

‘‘Let’s be one of the towns that 
does something, not just demon- 
strates or talks about what needs 
to be done.’’ Smith urged. 

The practical purpose of the 
Shawsheen River Cleanup, is to 
focus attention on our town river, 
to clean its banks of litter, rake 
junk from its edges and clear 
logjams from its waterways. The 
cleanup is an extension of the suc- 
cessful student cleanup of 
Andover’s streets and alleys on 
Earth Day. 

A second purpose, Smith stated, 
is to observe the relationship be- 
tween the town and the river, to 
view the town, for a day, from the 
viewpoint of the river, to see 
‘fhow we have inadvertently hidden 
our river by fences, allowed junk 
to clutter it, and relegated it to 
an unworthy position. 

‘*‘How many towns would love 
to have a river running through 
their middle?’’ Smith pointed out 
**If the Shawsheen is ever cleaned 
up, it can again be a source of 
pleasure and recreation, and pride 
to Andover.”’ 

The cleanup will run two shifts, 
one 10 a.m. to 12, and the second 
1-4p.m.

Cold War 
Syndrome 


Lives 


Townsend W. Hoopes, a former 
Undersecretary of the Air Force, 
told a Phillips Academy audience 
recently that the United States was 
‘* still residually hooked onthe Cold 
War syndrome’’ in its approach 
to a Vietnam war solution. 

Mr. Hoopes, a Phillips alumnus 
who served under President John- 
son, said that President Nixon 
failed to take definite steps toward 
liquidating the war in his first 
months in office although the stage 
had been set by the previous ad- 
ministration. He said that frag- 
mentation of Communism had de- 
veloped since the Cold War to 
contain it had been undertaken 
after World War II. 

The former sub-cabinet) officer 
is. the author of ‘‘Limits of In- 
tervention,’”’ an appraisal of United 
States Foreign policy. He spoke 
at a student assembly in George 
Washington Hall. 

‘*What are the outlines of the 
situation today, a little more than 
two years after the devisions that 
President Johnson made put a 
ceiling on the war’?’’ he asked, 
*‘T submit they suggest the tenacity 
of the legacy. Shopworn, altered 
by circumstance, lacking the full 
confidence of the old, the Cold 
War syndrome appears never- 
theless to be alive and well and 
living in Washington.’’ 

There were two ‘‘sensible 
courses of action,’? Mr. Hoopes 
said. One was ‘‘a_ deliberate, 
orderly, unswerving and total with- 
drawal of American forces from 


Vietnam within the next 12 to 18 


months -- giving the present re- 
gime enough time to make a con- 
sidered decision whether to fight 
on alone or to move toward a 
compromise settlement.’’ 

The other, Mr. Hoopes went 
on, was to adopt a policy sug- 
gested by Averell Harriman, chief 
negotiator for President Johnson 
at the Paris peace talks. That, 
he said, was ‘‘declaring our firm 
intention to depart and then seek- 
ing to negotiate the manner of our 
going.” 

‘The highest test of character 
is to learn from the past, to admit 
one’s mistakes and to act on that 
admission,’”?- Mr. Hoopes said, 
‘‘That is now the course of honor 
and reason. for American policy 
in Vietnam.”’

The Director 


The selection of Robert McQuade to become director of 
Andover’s public works department, we feel, is a good 
choice. 

The appointment by the town manager, with the unanim- 
ous approval of the selectmen, signals a good beginning 
for this new position. 

Most imperative at this particular time, is the obtaining 
of a competent replacement for the water and sewer super- 
intendent, a position vacated by the resignation of Donald 


C. Bassett in April.. 


Andover faces some important decisions in the area of 
hydraulics in the years ahead, namely, a water treatment 
plant, and participation in a regional pollution abatement 
plant aimed at cleaning up the Merrimack River. 

The selection of Mr. McQuade, not only to assume the 
duties of the water and sewer department, but the entire 
public works complex, brings to the town administration, — 
a man well schooled in the particular problem areas. 

Mr. McQuade has an engineering background, has worked 
on major water and sewer projects in Andover, and is 
familiar, in general, with the community. 

As for co-ordinating the efforts of the seven departments 
classified under the heading of public works, we feel his 
background and education should suit him well in bringing 


about a unified, co-operative effort on the part of all de- 


partments. 


The appointment appears to be a good move by the town 
manager. One, we hope, which will steer Andover.in a 


proper economic direction.
